ONDON^  May  1  ^. — Ninety  persons  were  injured  when 
German  Heinkel  bomber,  apparently  winged  by  anti- 
aircraft fire,  crashed  into  the  residential  district  of  Clacton, 
Essejc,  shortly  before  midnight  last  ni(;ht.  Five  persons  were 
killed,  four  of  them  members  of  the  plane's  crew. 

The  plane,  which  plummeted  to  earth  while  anti-aircraft 
guns  poured  shells  into  the  night  sky,  was  one  of  a  group  ol 
raiders  nosing  over  England's  East  Coast.  Some  of  them  were 
estimated  to  have  flown  to  within  fifty  miles  of  London.

Q.  Whaf  ig  M-UsHfA  Ar$  the  OU  CompMnks  opposing  Govern' 

A.  It  it'^iioc  Govcmment  Mntrol,  but  oppressive,  destructive 
political  control  that  is  mtlssue.  It  is  not  the  oil  industry  alone 

but  all  industry  that  is  concerned,  because  if  jjoods  must  be 
sold  for  less  than  cost, no  business  or  industry  can  survive.  So 
far  as  the  oil  companies  are  concerned,  the  issue  is,  will  they

their  obligations  to  the  public  and  to  the  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  people  who  directly  arid  indirectly  qw  n  the  companies.  The 
average  shareholder,  incidentally,  is  not  a  wealthy  man,  but 
an  ordinary  individual  of  limited  means.  Statistics  prove  this 
to  be  a  fact.  , 


Q.  What  support  have  the  companies  for  their  statement  that 
'  ihn$  pricfs  art  m^oifs  and  wttnld  antail  heavy  losses? 

A.  The  best  evidence  that  the  prices  are  unreasonable  is  the  fact 
that  tiMy  are  tovwr  lliaii  aC  Lot  Aagelcs,  ooc  of  the  world's 

larj^cst  and  most  intensely  competitive  ijasol 
located  in  the  heart  of  the  oil  fields,  where  the 


have'  to  buy  crude  oil,  then.pay  freight  jchargcs,  exchange  and 
other  costs  to  bring  it  here.  Here  are  the  figures  : 

,    Regular  Ethyl 

^       Vancouver  (proposed)    11.4c  13.4c 

Loi  Angeles     12.0c  15.6c 

In  other  words.  Ethyl  gasoline  would  sell  for  2.2c  per  gallon 
lets  6hui  in  Los  Angeles,  and  regular  grades  for  six-tenths 
cent  less,  in  spite  of  nil  the  admittedly  higher  costs  in  British^ 
Columbia. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  oil  companies  do  not 
get  twenty-seven  cents  for  gasoline.  .411  they  get  is  fifteen 
cents — which  is  barely  twice  as  much  as  the  amount  of  the 
gasoliffrtwg.  The  Government  has  now  ordered  a  reduction 
of  this  price  by  three  rrnts,  or  fwtf »/y ^ifrif^jiU  wdqpppposes 
to  take  it  all  from  the  oil  companies. 

I  hen'ntense  competition  among  the  companies  in  the  oil 
business  has  resulted  in  steadily  decreasing  prices  for  gasoline, 
while  quality  has  been  steadily,  improved.  On  the  other  hand, 
UteOovammant  hasataadily  incraaMd  the  texts  on  gasoline, 
So  that  today  the  cost  to  the  confumer  of  a  gallojl^  of  gasoline^ 
including  the  seven  cents  tax,  is  lest  than  it  wti  some  years 
^0  when  there  was  no  tax  at  all.  - 
^  -  If  there  is  such  concern  to  reduce  the  cost  of  gasoline  to 
the  consumer,  tba  Govammcnt  ^ld  .  well  take  the  lead  by 
reducing  the  gasolina  tlx.  This  tax  is  seven  cents.  Or  nearly 
fUty  per  cent,  of  the  price  of  fifteen  cents  whichjhe  companies 
receive  for  gasoline. 

The  proposed  B.C  price  is  political,  not  economic. 

Q.  Why  did  the  oil  companies  stop  selling  to  dealers  without 
giving  the  public  notice  of  their  intention? 

A.  Because  thev  were  not  allowed  time  to  give  notice.  The  com- 
panies had  been  assured  hv  the  Attorney-General  that  the 
order,  which  was  wriucn  before  war  J)roke  out,  would  not  be 
■lltei Wd  w&  after  it  was  reyitwe^  in  the  light  of  greatly  in. 
creascd^Oltf.10  the  Industry,  rasiriting  from  the  war.  Awuid** 
ing  to  press  reports  which  were  not  denied.  Premier  Pattullo' 
-  himself  said  'l  ^ntil  we  have  the  reasons  for  judgment  given  by 
the  0)urt  vye^are  not  taking  any  action."  The  Court  has  not 
yet  handed  down  its  reasons  for  judgment  I  Despite  this  assur- 
anot  from  the  Attorncy^Gencral,  and  the  Premie<>*s 
ment.  the  Board  suddenly  ordered  reductions  in  the  price  of 
-gasoline  to  be  made  within  twelve  hours. 

The  companies'  problem  was-then  immediate  and  press- 
• '  inf.  If  they  continued  to  sell  to  dealers  and  failed  to  reduce 
prices,  theyjifWiltf  bthmking'tha^^l^      subjject  to  heavy 
^     lines.  Jf  they  sdld  at'  the  drastically  reduced  prices,  even 
Temponirily,  they  would  be  accepting  the  principle  of  ruinous 
ind  unscientific  control  of  their  business  which,  if  generally 
applied,  would  destroy  all  business  and  all  industry.

'  '    ' to  consider,  at  once, 


Q.  But  did  the  oil  companies  not  fail  in  their  ohlif^altons  to  the 
public? 

A.  No.'.  It  was  the  Government  that  failed  in  its  obligations  be- 
cause it  is  the  representative  of  the  people,  and  the  people  at 

.  large. do  not  want  to  buy  goods  at  less  than  crtst  and  thus 
destroy  industry.  By  its  action  the  C »o\ criiment  created  an 
intolerable  situation  practicall}  without  >%arnjng  to  the  public 
or  the  industry.  -  ' 

^  However,  the  companies  have  taken  pains  to  ensure  that 
iolme  markets,  y  ^  gasoline  will  be  available  for  essential  services,  and  to  the 
B.C.  companies         farming,  logging,  lumber  and  mining  industries,  and  all  other 


purchasers  who  arc  not  affected  by  Order  .\f».  10.  Thcy  will 
continue  to  supply  in  this  way  as  long  as  they  can. 

The  companies  endeavored  to  restore  a  hormal  situation 
by  proposing  to  Dr.  W.,  A.  Carrothers,  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  and  to  the'Gevisfnment,  that  pending  conference  with 
the  Board,  this  admittedly  inequitable  order  should  be  sus- 
pended so, that  deliveries  of  gasoline  could  be  resumed  to 
dealers. 

'fhis  request  was  immediately  answered  by  Premier 
Pattullo,  who  said  that  ^rder  No.  10  would  not  be  suspended. 
..lie  tsdyised  the  compani^^  to  obey  the  law— which  was  exactjy 
what  tfiey  were  doing-ami  to  abide  by  Order  No.  10  until  the 
^  Board  arrived  at  a  ne\^  price—which  was  what  they  could 
not  do  because  it  would  still  lca\c  thcni  iifulcr  Order  .\'o. 
which  is  an  unfair  order  setting  a  price  that  is  hclow  cost. 

On  Monday  the  oil  companies  appeared  before  the  (>oal 
and  Petroleum  Control  Board  and  made  a  further  proposal 
which  would  have  assured  the  public  of  a  fair  price  and  per- 
mitted immediate  resumption  ..of  deliveries. 

The  proposal  was  that  prices  should  be  determined  on  a 
basis  of  the  prices  prevailing  on  the  U.S.  Pacific  Coast.  This 
is  one  of  the  world's  most  competitive  and  lowest-priced  mar- 
kets, and  so  there  could  be  no  doubt  that  a  formula 
worked  out  on  this  basis  would  hj^^ve  assured  to  the  consumer 
a  fair  and  reasonable  price.  But  the  Board  flatly  rejected  this 
suggestion  and  refused  to  modify  or  suspend  the  Order  pcnd- 
' ^  ing  negotiations.  The  companies  then  retired  to  consider  the 
'  matter,  and  while  they  were  doing  so  Premier  Pattullo  an- 
nounced to  the  press  that  he  would  ask  for  an  investigation 
under  the  Combines  Act.  This  the  companies  will  welcome. 

There  the  matter  stands,  with  essential  services  protected 
as  long  as  circumstances  will  permit,  and  with  the  oil  com- 
panies in  the  lawful  but  unhappy  position  of  having  to  refrain 
from  selling  to  dealers  in  order  to  avoid  (1)  breaking  the  law, 
and  (2)  increasing  their  losses  on  operation  and  accepting  a 
-  principle  which  would,  if  recognized  in  British  Columbia, 
injure  thf  standing  of  all  industry  and  its  employees. 

C?.  But  can^t  this  deadlock  he  broken  by  common  consent  of  the 
two  parties? 

A.  Yes.  A  common-sense  proposal  has  been  put  forward  as  dcs- 
crjbed  above,  and  its  acceptance  would  immediately  relieve 
the  situation.  It  stands  to  reason  that  the  companies,  with 
millions  of  df)llars  invested  ip  this  province,  have  a  vitar in- 
terest in  continuing  their  business  and  supplying  their  custom- 
ers. But  it  IS  useless  and  utterly  impossible  to  continue  busi- 
ness at  prices  fixeid  below  cost. 

« 

It  is  (he  sincere  hope  of  the  companies  that,  in  the  mean- 
while, the  public  will  understand  and  appreciate  the  industry's 

position  in  this  unpredictable  crisis,  and  that  the  Covernment 
— will  reconsider  its  attitude  and  not  stand  in  the  way  of  a 
restoration  of  suppl>  to  the  public.
